POINT I 


THE COURT HAS OVERLOOKED THE 
FACTS CONTAINED IN THE RECORD 


The primary finding upon which the Court reversed 
the order of the Court below was that defendant Cia. Maritima 
San Basillo, S.A. was owned, in some measure, by American 
citizens. This finding has no firm basis in the facts; it 
is contradicted by the facts. The record and the dissenting 
opinion of Circuit Judge Van Graafiland correctly indicate 
that there is no American stock ownership of defendant Cia. 
Maritima San Basillo, S.A. The opinion of the majority 
states that the record indicates that the stock of the de- 
fendant Cia. Maritima San Basillo, S.A. was owned at the 
time of the injuries to plaintiff by Panaghi D. Marchessini, 
his wife and two sons. It is respectfully submitted that 
the record graphically indicate that this is not the case. 

The following portions of the record completely 
preclude any finding that there is American stock ownership 
of this defendant. They are as follows: 

1. The affidavit of George Georgandopulos (R. 22(a)), 
Vice President & Director of Cia. Maritima San Basilio, S.A., 
specifically states that, "none of the directors or share- 
holders of Cia. Maritima San Basil. S.A. are residents or 
citizens of the United States."

Ve There is nothing in the record other than this 
ut-of-date deposition referred to above ever remotely sug- 
jesting that the wife of Panaghi D. Marchessini is a share- 
holder of Cia. Maritima San Basilio, S.A. while the recent 

evidence (R. 22(a)) states~wnequivocably that none of the 
areholders are citizens of the United States. 

8. All of the above facts are uncontradicted in 
the record. 

Based upon the foregoing, it is respectfully sub- 
mitted that the Court overlooked these facts contained in 
the record and that there was no American stock ownership 
in defendant Cia. Maritima San Basilio, S.A. at the t:me of 
the alleged injuries in 1971. 

The Court refers to various other “ccntacts"” be- 
tween Cia. Maritima San Basilio, S.A. and the United States 
as being supportive of its finding that jurisdiction should 
lie. It is submitted that none of these contacts are of 
sufficient substantiality to warrant holding that vessels 
of Cia. Maritima San Basilio, S.A. should be considered sub- 
ject to the Jones Act. If these contacts were deemed n- 
trolling, there is hardly any foreign vessel in "liner

service that is, a regularly scheduled service, calling at 
the United States that would not be subject to the ones Act. 
These "contacts" found by the Court are as follows:

ment. The term “agreement" in this section includes 
inderstandings, conferences, and other arrangements." 


Pursuant to 46 3.C., Section 804, every common carrier trad- 
ing in commerce with the United States is subject to the juris- 
diction or the Federal Maritime Commission. As we pointed out 
in defendant-appellee's brief, the Shipping Act of 1916 is 
regulatory in nature and was neither designed nor intended to 


expand the Jones Act jurisdiction of “Inited States courts upon all

and Co. (New York), Inc. by an agency agreement are normal 


non-maritime agency functions performed by husbanding agents 
and are in no way indicative that the "operation" of th 
vessel was controlled by the agent. As the Court recognized, 
these functions are normally conducted by local agents at 
every port. They solicit cargo, pay disbursemen.3, collect 
freight, allocate tonnage, fix rates and space sailings. 
The Court stated at pages 19-20: 

"The libelant urges that the latter services, taken 

with those previously enumerated, that is, the to- 

tality of all services, creates a ‘general agency 

for management, operation and maintenance of a ves- 

sel.’ However, this position disregards the express 

terms of the agreement which define the duties of 

respondent. The fact is that they in no wise refer 

to or impose any duty upon respondent with respect 

to the operation of a vessel. The agreement does 

not provide, and nothing contained therein warrants, 

any claim that respondent has any part in the nav- 

igation or management of a vessel as distinguished 

from servicing it as ship's husband while at port." 

As is evident from the attached page 14 excerpted 
‘rom the "Journal of Commerce", alinost every foreign flag car- 
rier by water carrying cargo cr passengers to or from the 
United States appoints local agents having the same powers 
as those conferred upon P.D. Marchessini and Co. (New York), 
Inc. by the aforesaid agency agreement. It is requested the 
Court take judicial notice of the aforesaid excerpt from the 
"Journal of Commerce". 
4. Advertisements. Referring to the aforesaid 


excerpts from the "Journal of Commerce", they also show that 


a number of foreign flag carriers placed advertisements in 


that publication to solicit business from the trade. It is 
also obvious from reviewing these excerpts that the applicable 
vessels must have local agents at the ports where *he vessels 
call. Surely, this is not a sufficient contact to confer 
jurisdiction. 
5. The Court's reference to an extract from the 
"Owners Volume of Lloyd's Register of Shippers" indicating 
that the owner of the EURYBATES could be contacted through 
Marchessini and Co. (New York), Inc. This is of no 
consequence. The United States is the center of world com- 
merce, and New York is also the geographical center or mid- 
point for the Far East - U.S.A. - Europe trade in which the 
EURYBATES was engaged. This extract only discloses the fact 
of agency; it does not add anything to that fact. 
6. Disbursements paid from New York. The fact 
various disbursements incurred in New York were paid 
by P.D. Marchessini and Co. (New York), Inc., is clearly not 
an indication of control of the EURYBATES. See Juage Weinfeld's 


opinion in P.D. Marchessini and Co. (New York), Inc. v. Pacific 


Marine Corporation, supra. It is standard practice in the 


maritime industry that locai port husbanding agents advance 
funds for disbursements incurred by the vessel while either 
loading or discharging at that particular port. Review of 
the accounts submitted by appellant as part of the record 


(Exhibit 8) clearly indicates that only disbursements in New 


York were paid. Disbursements~incurred by the vessel in 
other ports of the United States were not paid by P.D. 
Marchessini and Co. (New York), Inc., nor were disburse- 
ments from any other port in the world. This is clearly 
standard practice of local port husbanding agents and no 
significance should attach thereto and is a clear indication 
that the vessel was not controlled from the United States. 
By the same token, almost any foreign carrier hav- 
ing a “liner service" to the United States would be repre- 
sented by a New York port agent; advertise in the "Journal 
of Commerce"; incur disbursements made on its behalf by a 
port agent in New York. It is submitted tnat the Court 
cannot intend to have the Jones Act made applicable to all 
foreign flag steamship companies listed in the New York City 
yellow pages or who advertise through their regular local 
agents in New York performing the very same duties as those 


performed by P.D. Marchessini and Co. (New York), Inc. It 


is further submitted that none of these contacts referred 

to by the Court is indicative of control of the EURYBATES from 
the United States. No quantity of such insubstantial routine 
contacts can be transmuted into the qualitative requirements 


set forth by the United States Supreme Court in Hellenic Lines 


Ltd. v. Rhoditis, 398 U.S., 306 (1970). 


——— 


The test here is not one of "contacts" in the

usual jurisdictional sense, but whether the facts are so com- 
pelling, so strong, that a foreign-flag carrier should be 
7eemed in reality an American employer of seamen under the 
Jones Act. We submit the "contacts" here do not meet that 
stern test. 

Comp:.ring the facts found by the United States 
Supreme Court in Rhoditis, supra., to che facts of the in- 
stant action, it is clear that there are insufficient con- 
tacts in the matter at bar to confer jurisdiction upon this 


Court. The following facts were found in Rhoditis, supra.: 


1) the owner of the vessel involved therein was a permanent 
resident alien of the United States; 2) the injury occurred 
in United States waters; 3) base of operations of the ship 
owner was New York; 4) the vessel involved called regularly 
and earned income from cargo originating or terminating in 
the United States. Concerning these factors with those ir- 
volved in this case, we see: 1) the shareholders of the 

ship owning corporation are not United States citizens or 
permanent resident aliens; 2) the injury occurred on the high 


seas while the vessel was off the coast of Japan; 3) the base 


of operations for the vessel was not in New York. The only 
common or similar factor is that the vessel involved here did 


call regularly and did earn income from cargo o.iginating or 


terminating in the United States.

It is respectfully submitted that this case should 
be heard by the Court of Appeals in banc pursuant to Rule 35 
of the Federal Rules of Appellate Procedure in view of the 
conflict between the Court's holding herein and the holding 


of this Court in Garis v. Cia Maritima San Basilio, S.A.,
